Anna (Nancy) Yockey, his wife. B Fayette Twp. Cayuga County New York on 7 Feb 
1813. Died in Jackson Twp. DeKalb Co IN on 11 March, 1886 and is buried in Evergreen 
cemetery, Auburn Indiana beside her husband. Third lot is burial of daughter, Lavina 
Mochamer Cramer. 


Samuel Mochamer, son, born 23 April 1834 in Sugar Creek Twp. Wayne Co Ohio. 
Samuel was buried in Bear Creek Cemetery, Jackson Twp. Section 24. He died 11 Sept. 
1899 at the age of 65 yrs, 4 months and 18 days. Samuel was visiting Mr Milas Brown, 
where he took sick and continued getting worse until life went out last Monday morning. 
(obit) Samuel was divorced from Margaret Reed, was single and 57 years of age upon 
his Father’s death. 


Mary Ann Mochamer, daughter, was born 17 Dec 1836 in Sugar Creek Twp. Wayne Co 
Ohio. She died in Oct of 1838, probably in Wayne Co Ohio where they resided. 


William Mochamer, son, born 3 Sept 1837, in Sigar Creek Twp. Mayne Co. Ohio. He 
was lost and died Oct 1841 in Williams Co Ohio. 

From the History of Williams Co, Centre Twp. Ohio comes this story. pgs 485/6 

THE LOST CHILD 
One day, in early times, a small boy about four years old, belonging to a family 

which lived in the southwestern part of the township, became lost. The mother had gone 
to one of the neighbors, and the child had attempted to follow her. The loss was not 
discovered until the mother returned, about dark. Search was immediately instituted, the 
neighborhood was aroused and soon the woods were filled with anxious searchers. 
Torches were carried, and the search continued all night, but the morning dawned, and the 
first day passed without success. The mother was almost distracted with grief and 
nervous anxiety. People came by the score to assist in the search, some as far distant as 
five or six miles, but although more than a hundred active searchers were present, no 
concerted and organized effort was made, strange to say, until the third day. On this day, 
a long line was formed, the men and women being stationed about sixty feet apart, and the 
word was given by the Capt. to march. It was not long before the little boy was found. 
He was dead, but his body yet contained warmth, showing that death had occured only a 
short time before. The spot where the little fellow had slept each night was found. 
When night overtook him, he had, as was his habit, taken off his clothing, thinking that he 
must do so in order to go to sleep. It was October and the nights were quite cold, and 
the little wanderer could not survive the chilling weather. When he arose the first 
morning, he was unable to put on his clothes properly, and thus wandered about half 
clothed. Had the search been organized, as it should have been, on the second day, the 
little boy would have been found alive. It was the easiest thing in the world even for 
grown people to get lost in early days. The sensations on such occasions are described as 


terrifying. The mind and senses become wild with bewilderment, see familiar objects 
under new and strange aspects, and refuse to recognize trees and paths known for years. 
Old settlers, lost, have been known to pass within a few yards of their own doors without 
recognizing a single familiar object. 


Sarah Mochamer, daughter, was born 21 April 1839 in Sugar Creek Twp. Wayne Co 
Ohio. Married Moses Masters on 5 Oct. 1871 by Isaac C. Culbertson, J.P. in DeKalb 
County Indiana. she died 26 March 1928, aged 88 yrs, 11 months and 5 days. Apoplexy 
Duration 1 day. Arterio sclerosis 10 years. Dr F. M. Hines. Buried Woodlawn 
Cemetery, Auburn, IN. John Clark, Undertaker A27-99 DeKalb Co VR 


Caroline Mochamer, daughter, was born 3 March 1841 in Sugar Creek Two. Wayne Co 
Ohio. Married Hugh Shreve, 7 Sept 1864 by Jas. R. Casper J.P. and became the mother 
of 2 sons, Oral and Sherman. When Caroline was widowed, she married second, Ira 
Barager, 20 June 1879. Oral was 12 and Sherman 14. There was a son, William, listed, 
but I don’t know the father. Caroline died 31 Dec 1925 of carcinoma of the uterus and 
bowels and influenza. She was a retired housewife and was 84 yrs, 9 months and 29 days 
at death. Duration of illness, 7 days. Buried in Evergreen Cemetery, Auburn IN, behind 
her parent’s grave. A27-84 DeKalb Co VR. 


Lavina Mochamer, daughter, born 18 July 1844, Center Twp. Williams Co Ohio. On 21 
Sept 1865, she was married to Andrew S. Cramer by B.B. Long, J.P., DeKalb Co. Ind. 
She died 27 Feb 1894 at home in Altona, DeKalb Co Indiana. Cause of death, Carcinoma 
of breast. Lavina is buried in third lot beside her parents, Wm and Anna, Evergreen 
Cemetery, Auburn, DeKalb Co Indiana. She was the mother of Nancy, George, Ira, Jess, 
Howard and Lillie. Lillie was not quite 6 when her mother died. 


Elizabeth Ann Mochamer, daughter was born 23 Jan 1849 in Union Twp DeKalb Co 
Indiana. She was the mother of George Willis Mochamer born 12 Nov 1867. ( Elizabeth 
was 17 yrs of age.) She married Hugh Antrup on 4 July 1872, J.P. Widney, J.P. 
Elizabeth Ann died 2 June 1932 in Jackson Twp., DeKalb Co Indiana. Cause of death, 
Myocardio. Aged 83 years, 4 months, 4 days. She is buried in Roselawn Cemetery, 
Auburn, IN. 35-64 DeKalb Co VR 


Priscilla Ann Mochamer, daughter, was born 5 Sept. 1852 in Union Twp. DeKalb Co 
Indiana. She married George Davis on 23 Oct 1873 by A. Cone M.G. She was the 
mother of two sons, Orton and Clyde and a daughter Almeda. Priscilla died 5 Oct 1939 
at the age of 87 years, 1 month. She was a widow and cause of death was senility and 
chronic myocarditis.

Eliza Ellen Mochamer, daughter was born 17 April 1854 in Union Twp, DeKalb Co 
Indiana. I have found no record of her death. She was living with her father at his death 
and apparently stayed at home to care for her Father as she never married. I have a copy 
of her will. George Davis was the executor,and sureties of bonds were Moses M. Masters 


and Caroline Barager. (Brother in law and Sister, respectively) Geo. W Davis 
distributed $65.83. An attached handwritten paper states “Dec 22, 1896 Please pay to 
bearer the amount of $9.98.” Signed Mrs Priscilla Davis with G. W. Davis written 
beneath. All siblings could write their names except her sister Sarah Masters and brother, 
Samuel Mochamer. They each made an X. 


Oral Shreve, son of Caroline, was born 26 Jan 1868, Jackson Twp. DeKalb Co Indiana. 
Died 16 May 1942, aged 74 yrs 1 month and 25 days. Retired, buried in Woodlawn 
cemetery. Dr Nason. Cause of death, acute cardiac failure. A28-83 
Informant:Mrs Anna Reish, daughter of Sarah Mochamer and Moses Masters. 


George Willis Mochamer, son of Elizabeth Mochamer was born 12 Nov 1867 and died 30

I have enclosed a copy of the will of the immigrant, wr Mo hanor 


Johann Philip Machamer. It’s pretty complicated. It’s 
also kind of humorous. I especially like the part where 
Nicholas is to build his mother a new house close by, if 
Nicholas and his mother can’t live peacefully in the same 
house - sounds like a typical relationship between mother 
and son. 


I think what we need to do is to locate other people 
around the country researching this Machemer Family of 
Berks County. The guy who made this will has many 
thousands of descendants all around the country, many of 
whom are carrying the name. Go to any phone book of any 
large city, and you’ll find some "Machemers" listed. I 
know for a fact that other people are tracing this family, 
because I used to correspond with an elderly lady in Idaho 
who traced the Machemers, and she told me she was 
corresponding with about five other peaple on the family. 
It would be GREAT to find someone interested in the family 
living right in Berks County, since they would have easy 
access to all the records. I've considered joining the 
Berks County Gen. Soc. but they charge big-time for any 
research, even for their members. The best thing they do 
is publish a surname list of all the names being 
researched. Te would betworth therhis to joingir the list 
conteined a Machemer, but if itudidn’t, joining is a waste 
of money. Probably the best thing to do is put an add out 
in the Genealogical Helper. I may consider this. I wrote 
to the elderly lady in Idaho asking for the addresses of 
the people tracing Machemers, but she may have passed away 
by now (she’s about 88 years old). What would you 
suggest? 


I’ve had a little bit of time lately to scrutinize the 
Machemer situation in Berks County around 1800. I’m 
optimistic about finding the connection between John Sri. 
and the immigrant. It doesn’t look as hopeless as it once 
did. I thought land records would do the trick, but they 
appear "“Indiana-ish" before 1800 (that is, lacking in 
completeness). The Machemers were all very religious, 
strict Lutherans, so Church records will help. BUT WE 
NEED TO FIND SOMEONE INTERESTED IN THE FAMILY AND WILLING 
TO HELP, OTHERWISE IT IS GOING TO COST BEAUCOUP %%5% ng 
FIND OUR MISSING LINK!!! Let me hear what you think. 
Incidentally, any new information on my Nancy? 
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Mauchmar, 


[I never did hear from the elderly lady from Idaho who 
researched the Machemer Family of Berks County. She may 
have passed away (she’s 87 years old now). However, I DID 
send a query to the Genealogical Helper that is scheduled 
to appear in the September/October issue. Also... another 
interesting development... The entire card catalog at WMU 
is now computerized, and you can even search for 
"keywords" in any entry. The other day, I attempted the 
command "k=Machamer", and this paper on the Philosophy of 
Perception popped up that was co-authored by Dr. Peter K. 
Machamer of the University of Pittsburgh. This dude has 
his PhD in Philosphy AND HISTORY. I’m thinking about 
writing him and asking him if he has any interest in his 
Family History. Wouldn’t it be great to get a PhD’er in 
History working on the Machamer Family history? (This 
would almost be like cheating). 


One last thing that has been in the back of my mind, 
kind of bugging me... In a letter a few months ago, you 
seemed skeptical about the brotherhood of your William and 
my John (because of their age difference). You may have a 
point. I would like to find DEFINITE proof that they were 
indeed brothers. There is definitely some close 
relationship between them; it COULND’T be father-son, but 
it COULD be uncle-nephew, or ist cousins, etc... but -it’s 
definitely close. However, I’m still 98% sure they WERE 
brothers, since both of their fathers’ were John, they 
both lived in the same family unit in the 1830 census, 

CCC wins It still would be nice to get the proof of their 
brotherhood. Your William’s alleged niece, Elizabeth 
(Mochmar) Lett was living one household away from William 
in the 1860 census. My great-great g’ father William was 
living close to his "alleged uncle Bill" a decade later. 
Did you ever scan the newspapers of Auburn looking for 
mention of the anniversaries of your William & Nancy? 
Anniversaries had the biggest write-ups (more so than 
obits) in the Wayland Globe during this period.

Sorry I’ve been delinquent getting back to you, but my 
classes have been quite demanding of my time the past few 
weeks. I did, however, manage ta get down to Fort Wayne 
several days ago, and finally found yup Bowers (dau. of 
John Machemer of Defiance, OH) in the 1880 census. She 
was ae sO with her husband, Grant, in Dekalb Co., 
Smithfield Township, but unfortunately her mother, Nancy, 
(the LONG LOST Nancy!) was not living with her as I had 
hoped.

I just wanted to let you know that I’m currently preparing 
to perform a thorough investigation of some Berks County 
records. I've recently ordered several reels of land and 
probate records from the Mormon Church, and expect them to 
arrive sometime around the end of April to coincide with 
my spring break. I will keep you informed of ali 
Significant discoveries. 


In the meantime, could you do me a big favor? As you may 
or may not recall, I have been attempting to trace the 
residences of John Machemer’s (of Defiance Co.) children. 
I have located all of them except MARY MOCHMAR, wife of 
Grant Bower Jr. She was last seen living in Dekalb Co., 
‘Jackson Twp. in £870. TI would really like to find her in 
the 1880 census and subsequent censuses. When I was in 
Fort Wayne last year, I searched B400 (=Bower) in the 1880 
soundex, but neglected to search Bé20 (=Bowers). If the 
Auburn Library has a soundex, I would appreciate a quick 
_—_—_—_. 
perusal of Bé20. (0) 


Also, I have one more shred of evidence to pursue. Lenos 
Mochmar (recall him?) married Maude Bowers in Dekalb 
County in i905. If you ever drive by the Auburn County 
Building, could you get that extraction for me? If her 
parents appear on the marriage record, they should be 
listed as JAMES BOWERS and DORA WAGNER. Interestingly, 
Mary (Mochmar) Bowers had a son James born in 1858 (about 
the right age to be Maude’s father). if this is indeed 
the James, then Lenos married his first cousin once 
removed! Also, look for the marriage record of James and 
Dora, and maybe also a death record for each one. If you 
find a death record, does an obituary exist? Are 

James’ parents Grant & Mary (Mochmar)? While we're 
discussing obits, have you ever seen an obituary for 
Albert Mochamer (died 1926)? (I’m still not sure if his 
mother “was Elvira or Samira Osborn).

is the connection here? If Catherine never married, then 
why didn’t she fit in any of the previous censuses of John 
Sr.'s family? Perhaps she is a widow and retained her 
maiden name after her husband died. Perhaps she was 
married to this Jacob Bost, but gave the census takes her 
maiden name. She died in 1851 and is buried in Mount 
Lebanon Lutheran Cemetery, which is where I believe John 
Sr. and Magdalena are buried. This problem will require 
further research. I vow that one day I will find the time 
to travel to Stark/Wayne county, and do the necessary 
research to solve these problems. 


Has any evidence "popped up" of my Nancy since we last 
talked? I still have no ciue as to exactly where and when 
she died. Would you please send me a listing of all the 
newspapers published in Dekalb County, and their 
respective dates, until 1900? Also, are these microfilm 
reels available for rental and/or interlibrary loan (I 
doubt it)? Perhaps the only way of "putting her to rest" 
is to scan those newspapers published in the 1870’s, a 
looking for mention of her death. Actually, I’ve found 
quite a bit info about the family up here by scanning the 
Wayland Globe, and have in several cases found obituaries 
when there was no death record. (I think I’ve perused 
every page of the Globe from 1884 to 1910!) It just 
requires time, patience, luck, and faith! : 


I’ve still found no mention of your Samuel in any of the 
following Michigan Counties: Branch, St. Joseph, 
Kalamazoo, Allegan, Calhoun, Newaygo, and Ottawa, but will 
keep a sharp eye out for him. 


Is Ruth Wimer Shafer still living? If you have the means 
Of getting messages to Ruth or Al Sockrider, simply tell 
them that I am looking for a picture of Albert Mochamer’s 
father, George. George has several descendants in 
Kalamazoo, but no one seems to have a picture of him. A 
Photo of George would complete my collection of the three 
brothers (e.g. John, George, and William). 


IT promise I will make a gallant attempt to visit you this 
spring in Auburn. (I have this compulsion to spell 
"Auburn" as "Aubern”", only because I’ve dealt with "Bern” 
township in Berks County, PA so often). T hope all is 
well with you, and keep me informed as to what’s happening 
on your end of the deal.

Sorry I haven’t made a better attempt to keep in touch, 
but I just haven't been able to find a lot of time to do 
family research or correspond with "the cousins.” I've 

| been pretty busy with classes (should be finished with my 
M.S. by Fall), and have been working part time for the 
university. I know we discussed a little more than a year 
ago my visiting Al Sockrider down in Auburn to review his 
"Mochamer" photos. Unfortunately, I’ve been unable to 
find the time to venture out of the Kalamazoo vicinity 
since I last saw you (other than the Houghton excursion)! 


I really have found nothing very earth-shattering about 

the family since we last talked, except that your 

William’s (and my John’s) mother’s given name was 

MAGDALENA. I still do not know her surname, but it is < 
quite possibly HAHN. To prove this will require a 
considerable amount of further research. I have proof 
that your William’s parents were in STARK COUNTY, 
NIMISHILLEN TOWNSHIP, OH in 1827, and lived near my 
Nancy’s clan (the HECKETHORNS) and also a JACOB BOST, but 
by 1829 they were in WAYNE COUNTY, SUGAR CREEK TWP. 
Therefore, they apparently migrated to Ohio between 1820 
and 1827. (I’m quite sure they were still in Pennsylvania 
in 1820, but as you probably know, our John 
Mochamer/Machamer does not appear to fit very nicely into 
any of the 1790-1820 Pennsylvania censuses, SO tracing him 
‘ there is quite difficult!) The very best evidence we have 
of our clan in Pennsylvania is that invaluable ancient 
birth-sheet which you possess, that clearly states that 
"William Mochamer was born.... in Berks County, Center 
Twp., Pennsylvania.” Incidentally, who is the author of 
that sheet?

apparently died between 1840 and 1850. I sincerely Shi 
believe that they’re buried in West Lebanon Lutheran 
Cemetery in Paint Township, which is contiguous with Sugar 
Creek, unless, of course, Willis made any excursions to 
the Wooster, Ohio, vicinity. In that event, theyre 
probably resting peacefully in one of his closets. John 
or. is listed as “John Mcohelmar" in an 1829 tax record. 


12. Rest assured that the Machaman/Mockerman family of 
Stark County, Paris Township, has been thoroughly 
researched. Limburger cheese on my face (a Mochmar 
thing), I have a years worth of research and 
correspondence notes on that family wasting some serious 
space in my file cabinet as a result of that wild goose 
chase. They are descendants of a Lewis/Ludiwick Mocherman 
'(b.1745), who I believe IS a son of our. immigrant, Johann 
Phillip Magemer/Machemer, who left the nest early for 
Washington County, Maryland, and massacred the name. The 
Mockerman/Mocherman/Machaman/Moherman/Maugherman/Maughiman 
/Maughaman/Mochoman families of Ohio are descendants of 
his. WE MOST DEFINITELY ARE NOT, although our clan’s 
surname is often spelled as one of these. There are 
surnames, such as Moughler, which are of legitimate Irish 
extraction, that are not to be confused.

Theyre not in Branch, Kalamazoo, Allegan, Kent, or 
Newaygo, but they must have gone somewhere, unless, of 
course, that flying saucer that nabbed Nancy made a return 
visit to Dekalb circa 1898.

2. I’m surprised, yet not surprised, there were no other 
Mochamer’s listed in the Dekalb County land records, 
except for your William. My branch was probably too poor 
to buy land (or tombstones, or food, or clothes). Were 
there any Mochamer’s in the probate index? = 


3. Al Sockrider has the same picture that I sent you?!?! 
This was the ONLY picture I was able to locate of the 
family among the elder cousins up here in Michigan. We 
definitely must get together with Al to check those other 
pictures out. Feel free to arrange an appointment, and 
let me know, preferably within the next few weeks before 
the snows start. I’d really like to talk to Ruth Wimer 
Shafer to see what she knows/has, too. 


4. I’m confident that George was married three times to 
the women that you specified. His wife in the 1870 
listing is obviously “Alvira" (but, it does look like 
“Alairee"), and the “Vilenus" in the 1880 listing is most 
certainly “Lenos'". George died in the Kalamazoo 
Sanitarium in 1895. The 1884 Michigan State Census for 
Allegan County would reveal oodles and codles about the 
status of George’s family at that time. I’m desperately 
trying to locate a nearby copy. I’m confident that George 
had no other siblings that lived to maturity other than 
the ones specified in his father’s will. 


5. Wouldn’t those Ohio state censuses have been useful in 
the research: of your g-g  parents,: Lucinda & Chester? 


6. A very interesting, ah-hemmm, newspaper article on 
cousin, Willis, alias “Shorty.” Being the product of 
unwed parents evidently wasn’t the only “SKELETON” in his 
closet. He probably had several he “dug up", too. One 
question: Who was the lucky sole who inherited the skull, 
(and was the skull, per se, mentioned in the will)? His 
lawyer grandson is probably using it as a paperweight. 
Hopefully, these were not the remains of our lost Nancy! 
shorty?!?! He should have been called, “Bones.” 


7. One puzzle: The 1870 census and marriage records would 
suggest that Albert Mochamer’s mother is Alvira/Elvira 
Osborn, but his death record indicates Samira. Strange. 


8. One reason why I really became interested in tracing 
Mochamer descendants, is because a former girlfriend of 
mine (who I was absolutely crazy about) married a guy 
whose mother was a Mochmer. I soon discovered that he was 
a great-great grandson of George’s, and now Melissa’s two 
children are my 4th cousins, once removed. Life is 
strange, to say the least. 


9. I had the Dekalb County Mochamer marriage listings you 
forwarded, but feel free to send me any information you

Dear Shirley: 


You can’t begin to imagine how much I appreciate your 
efforts to locate Nancy. You've certainly spent a 
considerable amount of time researching my branch of the 
family, and composing letters. Hopefully, I will be able 
to repay you someday by determining the line between John 
Machemer Sr. and Johann Phillip, the immigrant. In the 
meantime, I AM keeping a sharp eye out for your Sam & 
Hliza. Also, I’ve ordered a copy of the marriage record 
of Wm & Nancy Yockey, and will be forwarding it as soon as 
I receive it. (You probably already have this). 


Now to address some points in your letters. 

1. I seriously doubt Nancy is buried with John in Ohio. 
I’ve perused the Defiance County cemetery listings several 
times during my visits to the Defiance Public Library, and 
John is nowhere to be found. The librarian tells me that 
John’s death was so early (1853), he’s probably buried on 
the family farm. John Jr. sold the farm in 1866 and moved 
to Dekalb County, and Nancy was living in 1870, so I doubt 
she’s buried there. I really feel that I’ve just about 
exhausted all resources in Defiance County, including 
obituary searches, vital record perusals, land scans, etc. 
I‘m confident that Nancy ended up in Dekalb County, unless 
of course she was kidnaped by some alien lifeforce and 
taken back to planet Zooloo aboard their flying saucer 
circa 1873 (which, come to think of it, is a distinct 
possibility. I understand that this is a viable 
explanation under the “death:" column of a typical Russian 
genealogist’s family group sheet). 

Seriously, here’s a thought. Nancy lived with a child 
each census year after the death of John. I’ve located 
five of the eight children in the 1880 census. I’m quite 
sure Lydia came to Michigan and died by 1880. Perhaps 
Mary or Rachel moved out of Dekalb County by 1880, and 
Nancy is living with one of them. They shouldn’t be too 
difficult to find, since they re probably listed in the 
1880 soundex. Are Mary and Rachel in Dekalb County in 
1880, or elsewhere? Also, Indiana conducted state 
censuses in 1871 and 1877. These state censuses are 
extremely valuable, but difficult to find. I recently 
located John Jr. and family living in Newaygo County using 
the 1894 Michigan state census, and am enclosing his 
obituary. I probably never would have found him, if this 
census had not existed. Nancy may very well be listed in 
the 1871 and/or 1877 Indiana state census.

Here’s a classic example of a "Mochamer" massacre! I’m 
quite certain that “McCam(m)on" was a legitimate 
Scotch/Irish surname in the Stark/Wayne County vicinity 
during the period. Obviously, the Mochamer boys had an 
extremely syrupy-thick Pennsylvania German accent, 
pronouncing it something like, “Mohhkkhhamaa" (with no 
particular "rrr" or “nnn"“ sound at the end). Also, the 
record keepers probably associated the sound with a 
Surname they were familiar with in the region, which may 
explain the "McCamon" spelling. Apparently, the “ch" 
portion of the surname was pronounced gutterally with no 
clear “ck" sound evident (like the Jewish word, 
“chutgpa"); hence, the "h" in the middle of the name, as 
in “Mohamon" or “Mohemer." I believe the phrase, 
“Minister of the Catholic Church," at the top of the 
document belongs to the preceding marriage entry, and not 
William’s, although the Machemers were probably Lutheran, 
a denomination closely associated with the Catholic faith. 
I hope you don’t already have this document. It’s 
certainly more fun receiving something you don’t already 
have, kind o’ like Christmas presents. Talk at you later.

William Mochamer was born in Berks County Pennsylvania 08 April 1808, died 
Octover 25, 1891, aged 83 years, 6 months and 17 days. With his parents, in youth, he 
came to Starke County Ohio and from there to Wayne County, where he grew to 
manhood. July 19, 1833 he was united in marriage to Anna Yocky. For 53 years they 
shared the trials and conflicts of life. 


March 11, 1886, she was called from earth to reward, at the age of 73 years, 1 
month, 7 days. This union was blessed with nine children, two sons and seven daughters. 
One son and one daughter were called to the unknown in youth. 


_ One son, six daughters and thirteen grandchildren live to mourn the loss of their 
father. He moved from Wayne Co. Ohio to DeKalb Co IN in 1845 in which county he 
has lived for 46 years. Thus another of the old pioneers has gone from our midst. The ~ 
funeral services were held in Rehobeth Church by the pastor S.S. Stanton, after which the 
remains were taken to Auburn for internment. 

Upon William Mochamer’s death on 25 Oct. 1891, his land was sold by a 
warranty deed to Josiah L. Farver, dated 06 July 1892 and recorded 11 July 1892 at 10:36 
am. This indenture witnesseth that Samuel Mochamer (Single), Sarah Master and her 
husband Moses B. Masters, Caroline Barager (Single), Lavina Cramer and her husband 
Andrew Cramer, Elizabeth Antrup and her husband Hugh W. Antrup, Priscilla A. Davis 
and her husband George W. Davis, and Eliza Mochamer (Single), all residents of DeKalb 
Co, State of Indiana, for the sum of fifteen hundred and fifty ($1550) dollars, the 
following real estate in DeKalb Co in the State of Indiana to wit: description followed.

Moses Masters is one of the old inhabitants of the county seat. He is a man of many 
peculiarities. One evening last week a man named Shipey called on his daughter. They 
talked about the weather, discussed who the most popular preacher was, exchanged jokes 
and acted exactly as many sparkers do until after the old man retires. He appointed 
himself police and peeked under the blind. About midnight Shipey thought the coast 
was clear and putting his arm around the girl gave her a kiss. Mose Masters spied him 
in the act and he flew into a passion. Securing a revolver he got after Shipey with a 
gun and for a while it looked as if an undertaker would be called upon. Our informant 
says that Masters banged away at his guest, but he missed his aim so widely that the 
bullet mark cannot be found in any door casing or the siding on the house. Some of the 
neighbors are of the opinion that he hit the grand stand at the fairground and others 
think the ball lodged in the platform of the people's party. 

Shipey had the old man arrested.for carrying an unconcealed weapon. 


In the hearing the judge asked Moses Masters if he was married. Masters answered "yes". 
"You kissed your wife didn't you?" asked the judge. "Not until we were engaged. i 
never kissed a girl when I was a young man, to the best of my recollection." answered 
Masters. 

The girl in this riotous affair is highly spoken of, and the young man is popular 
among his class.

THE LOST CHILD 
One day, in early times, a small boy about four years old, belonging to a family 

which lived in the southwestern part of the township, became lost. The mother had gone 
to one of the neighbors, and the child had attempted to follow her. The loss was not 
discovered until the mother returned, about dark. Search was immediately instituted, the 
neighborhood was aroused and soon the woods were filled with anxious searchers. 
Torches were carried, and the search continued all night, but the morning dawned, and the 
first day passed without success. The mother was almost distracted with grief and 
nervous anxiety. People came by the score to assist in the search, some as far distant as 
five or six miles, but although more than a hundred active searchers were present, no 
concerted and organized effort was made, strange to say, until the third day. On this day, 
a long line was formed, the men and women being stationed about sixty feet apart, and the 
word was given by the Capt. to march. It was not long before the little boy was found. 
He was dead, but his body yet contained warmth, showing that death had occured only a 
short time before. The spot where the little fellow had slept each night was found. 
When night overtook him, he had, as was his habit, taken off his clothing, thinking that he 
must do so in order to go to sleep. It was October and the nights were quite cold, and 
the little wanderer could not survive the chilling weather. When he arose the first 
morning, he was unable to put on his clothes properly, and thus wandered about half 
clothed. Had the search been organized, as it should have been, on the second day, the 
little boy would have been found alive. It was the easiest thing in the world even for 
grown people to get lost in early days. The sensations on such occasions are described as 


terrifying. The mind and senses become wild with bewilderment, see familiar objects 
under new and strange aspects, and refuse to recognize trees and paths known for years. 
Old settlers, lost, have been known to pass within a few yards of their own doors without 
recognizing a single familiar object.

R. Casper J.P. and became the mother 
of 2 sons, Oral and Sherman. When Caroline was widowed, she married second, Ira 
Barager, 20 June 1879. Oral was 12 and Sherman 14. There was a son, William, listed, 
but I don’t know the father. Caroline died 31 Dec 1925 of carcinoma of the uterus and 
bowels and influenza. She was a retired housewife and was 84 yrs, 9 months and 29 days 
at death.

I have a copy 
of her will. George Davis was the executor,and sureties of bonds were Moses M. Masters 


and Caroline Barager. (Brother in law and Sister, respectively) Geo. W Davis 
distributed $65.83.

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WILLIAM EICHBAUM. 


This gentleman was born in Burgundy, France, on the 25th of June, 
1787. He was the fourth son of William Eichbaum, a gentleman well and 
favorably identified with the earlier history of the glass-manufacturing 
business of Pittsburgh and vicinity. In 1797, when but ten years of age, 
the subject of this sketch accompanied his parents to Pittsburgh) from the 
banks of the Schuylkill, nearly opposite the present site of Fairmount 
Water-works, Philadelphia, where his father had settled in 1798, He re- 
ceived his education at the school kept by one Nicholas Kerr; and at the 
age of fourteen was apprenticed to Zadoc Cramer, and after serving a term 
of seven years emerged forth a practical bookbinder. Such was his pro- 
ficien¢éy in the business, that at the close of his apprenticeship he was ad- 


mnitted into the firm as a partner, and its style from thence became Cramer, 


- Speer & Eichbaum. It was then the principal bookbinding establishment 


in Pittsburgh, and had connected with it a printing office and book store. 
This partnership continued until 1816, when it was dissolved by the with- 
drawal of Mr. Eichbaum, who then associated himself with Mr. Samnel R. 
Johnston in the business of bookselling, printing and bookbinding, and thus 
became the founders of the well-known house of Willjam G. Tehakice & 
Co., which for a score of years past has done business on Wood street, this 
latter firm being composed of the sons of those who, in 1816, became asso- 
ciated in business. A. year prior to the formation of the original partnership, 
Mr. Eichbaum had married Miss Rebecca Johnston, a sister of his partner. We 
may mention that this union was an extremely happy one. For fifty-one years 


| the couple lived happily together, and celebrated a quiet and joyous golden 


wedding about eighteen months preceding the death of the venerable hus-

A post-office was established here about 1840. The first postmaster was 
Samuel Richards. Dr. Cotton held it next, and Arney Biddle, third. Mr. 
Biddle had opened a general store in the village, and when he was 
appointed (April 2d, 1844), he kept the post-office in his store. The 
postmasters since Mr. Biddle have been Louis Frankenberger, who had 
it a number of years, Dr. James Mitcheltree, Samuel Richards (second 
time appointed), George McWilliams, and the present incumbent, 
Gilmore Pitts. 


At the outset of the oil excitement in Western Pennsylvania, a well 

was put down south of Edenburg by the Crawford brothers, of New 

Castle. The showing of oil was very light, but the supply of salt water 

was considerable, and it was worked as a salt-well for a while, and 

finally abandoned. Other wells were put down along the river, on both 

sides, but most of them never proved profitable. Two or three are now 

being worked, producing a limited supply.* - 


*See chapter "Geographical and Geological." 


Among the physicians who have lived in Edenburg are the following: 
Drs. Amberson, Lane, Cotton, Applegate, Sturgeon (or Sturgen), two 
Wilcoxes (Edward and Edwin), E. S. Warner, David Ball. Between the 
dates at which the Wilcoxes and Warner came, Dr. James Mitcheltree 
located here. He is an allopath, and came from Middletown, Mahoning 
county, Ohio, in the Spring of 1851. He is the only physician now in 
the place. The doctor has a large practice, and keeps a drug and 
grocery store in town. The Wilcox brothers afterwards removed to 
Mount Jackson. An M.D. named Walker was in town about three 
months, during the Summer of 1876. 


About 1825 two boats were built at Edenburg for the purpose of 
floating produce to New Orleans. One of them was built by James 
Park, and the other by William Lamb and Henry Zuver. They were 
constructed much on the same principle as the coal barges now in use 
on the Ohio and other streams. Park's boat was loaded with staves and 
chickens and the other with staves only. They finally "weighed anchor 
and set sail into the distance." The voyage was smooth enough until 
they arrived at Beaver Falls, where they encountered difficulties; the 
boats became unmanageable, and finally broke to pieces; the staves 
floated down the river, and the chickens flew away, and that was the 
end of the flat-boat business from Edenburg. 


THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH of Edenburg was organized 
about 1822, and their first church, a brick edifice, built in 1826. This : 
building was abandoned and torn away, and the present frame church } \

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built about 1868-69. The old church stood in the southern part of town, 
and the present one is located on a lot farther to the west. 


The first Methodist class was composed of Henry Zuver and Peggy his 
wife, and his daughters Nancy, Katy and Betsey. Philip Lamb and 
Hannah his wife, William and John Lamb, his sons, and Maria and 
Susan, his daughters; Jane Biddle (wife of Arney Biddle), John Hoover 
and Polly his wife, and "Mother" Warner. 


One of the first preachers was Bilious O. Plympton, who traveled the 
circuit, and preached only four or five times a year in a place. A man 
named Luccock also preached to them early, and was a prominent man 
among the Methodists. 


A Sabbath-school was organized about 1825, and has been kept up 
most of the time since. 


One of the early preachers was Rev. Mr. Patterson. One of the . 
Presiding Elders was of the same name, but came in at a later day. 

The present pastor is Rev. A. M. Lockwood. The present frame church 

was commenced in 1868, but was not finished until some time in 1869. 

The cost, including the lots and the furnace by which the building is 

heated, was about three thousand dollars. 


Among the members of the early congregation who became prominent 
in the church, and distinguished themselves as exhorters, local 
preachers, &c., are Jacob Bear, local preacher, George Green, 
afterwards local preacher, John Richard, Samuel Richard, and others. 
The old congregation was made up of members many of whom came a 
distance of five or six miles. 


The first church was built by subscription, and we here present a copy 
of the original subscription-paper, now in the possession of George H. 
Park, Esq. Most of the early churches and schools and other public 
institutions were built in that way. The following is the form of the 
subscription: 


"JUNE THE 12TH, 1826. 


"We, the trustees appointed to take care of a lot we have a deed 
for in ‘the town of Edenburgh, we wish to have a brick house built 
thereon, for the use of the Methodist Church for Divine worship, if 
we can raise a fund sufficient; but if we cannot we will raise a 
house according to our fund. Those who wish the prosperity of 
Zion--the good of souls--we would thank them for their liberality; 
so they have an opportunity to subscribe what they think proper 
for the trustees to collect. We will take brick, lime, shingles,

The two cemeteries are right across the road from each other. I'm uncertain exactly where the Baptist church had 
been in proximity to it's cemetery, since it was torn down long before | ever went to that cemetery. It's possible 
that there were German-speaking members of the congregation. There were a good deal of people with German 
heritage living in that area. However, that doesn't mean they were PA Dutch. PA Dutch really refers only to the 
Amish, not any PA person with German heritage.

We used to have a door jam on the outside of the house that had been 
chewed on by one of the horses! Ha Ha.

As a member of The Mahoning County Chapter of The Ohio Genealogical Society, I reply to genealogical 
correspondence for the Probate Court. 

Jacob Cramer died “on or about the 24" day of Sept., A. D. 1878,” according to the Application for Letters of 
Administration submitted to the court by his family on 23 Jan 1880. 

| There is no ‘official’ return of his death in the court’s files of births and deaths. 

There was no such thing as an obituary in 1878 - unless you were very rich, famous or infamous. The most to be 
found would be a “Death Notice.’ Usually one line, with the name, date and place of death. 

Mr. Cramer didn’t leave a will.

ROBERT DAVIS, one of Mahoning 
Township’s most respected citizens, resid- 
ing on his excellent farm of eighty-five 
acres, was born December 15, 1831, in Ma- 
haning Township, Lawrence Count , Penn- 
Sylvania, and is a son of Elijah and Mary 
Davis, and a grandson of David Davis. 

The Davis family is of Welsh extraction, 
but has been American for several genera- 
tions. Elijah Davis came in early days to 
the vicinity of Hillsville, building a log 
house in the woods on a large tract of 
wild land he had acquired. Later, he erect- 
ed a comfortable frame dwelling, in which 
he continued to reside and there his death 
took place on March 9, 1846, when in his 
fifty-first year. . 

Robert Davis was reared to man’s estate 
on the above pioneer farm and assisted his 
father to clear and cultivate it. He was 
trained to be a farmer and thoroughly 
understands every method of agriculture,

unknown in his early manhood. For some 
twenty-five years he followed threshing, 
being in partnership with his brother, the 
late William Davis.

_ Andrew Dietterle attended school and 
learned the cabinetmaking trade in his own 
land, which he left in November, 1879, be- 
ing then sixteen years of age. He located 
at Pittsburg, Pa., where he worked at his 
trade for nine years, and in July, 1887, 
came to New Castle. For the next two 
years he worked as a carpenter for con- 
tractors and in 1889 he. started into busi- 
ness for himself, doing a general contract- 
ing business until March, 1905. At that time 
he went into partnership with Henry 
Cooper, T. EK. Clark and ©. W. Clark, the 
Clarks ‘retiring after three years. Then J. 
Cam Liebendorfer came in and they organ- 
ized the New Castle Lumber and Construc- 
tion Company.

| know of a little overgrown cemetery near Edinburg, but | don't know if there are any Cramers there. I'll have to 
ask about it. 


The weather hasn't been cooperating, but | did finally get some pictures of gravestones for you. It's a good thing 
you sent me those photos, because it's astonishing how much the stones at Hillsville ME have deteriorated since 
then! Jane's side of the stone appears to say d. Jan./June 7/9, 1866 aged 59 years, and Elma's says "Elma 
daughter of Jacob & J. Cramer died Mar. 27, 1868 aged 16 yrs., 7 mos. & 19 ds." The photo you sent of Elma's 
side of the stone really helped! Too bad the one of John Cramer's isn't as clear. You can't even begin to read the 
stone now. Considering the style, however, it probably only has his name and Civil War company and regiment 
numbers. That style of stone never had dates, which is a pity. 


| did go to Loweliville Cemetery, but | only found 2 of the stones. The map on the web site is only vaguely helpful. 
| found Ellen Matilda Cramer's, and it says "Ellen M. Cramer born June 2, 1830 died Oct. 4, 1895 aged 65 yrs."

Dear Mrs. Hall: 


Although I have not seen the article in the Fort Wayne newspaper, 
I do recall being in conversation with one of its reporters. 
Concerning the name Cramer, which is also spelled Kramer, this is 
certainly German and likely Pennsylvania Dutch. 


The Pennsylvania Dutch, as I classify them, are those people who 
immigrated to Pennsylvania, often on the invitation of William 
Penn. They came from South Germany, parts of Switzerland, and 

the Alsace-Palatinate regions of France.- In America they developed 
the Pennsylvania Dutch dialect. Taken from the High German but 
mixed with English words it became the street and house language 

of this region. Ethnically, these people are Swiss-German. 
Pennsylvania Dutch is primarily an oral language learned and 

handed down from one generation to the next. 


From what you say in your letter and the family geneology I would 

assume you are indeed from what we would classify as Pennsylvania 

Dutch, a proud people with a unique culture and language. You 

might want to visit some areas in Pennsylvania where your ancestors 
lived. Concerning the Amish, they are Pennsylvania Dutch, but 

there are many others who also are in this classification. Mennonites, 
Methodists and in fact most everybody in the eastern part of Pennsylvania 
would be Pennsylvania Dutch. 


A good book on the Amish is Amish Society, 3rd edition by John A. 
Hostetler. There are other books which deal more specifically with 
the Pennsylvania Dutch - check your local library or come visit 

us at Goshen College. We have one floor in the library on Mennonite- 
Amish history. you might find some information on the Kramers.

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John Angel built a grist-mill about 1825, on a small run which empties 
into the Mahoning, one-and-a-half miles above Edenburg. He also had a 
distillery a short distance above, on the same side of the river. William 
Walters afterwards owned the mill. Nothing now remains of either mill or 
distillery. . 

A grist-mill was built at a very early day by some of the McWilliams 
family, near the mouth of Coffee run. It was used till 1837, and was finally 
abandoned and torn away. Nothing is left to show where the “ mill-wheel 
turned, the grain to grind.” 


There is some dispute over the name of the town, and we give both storiee 
as they are told. One is that William McFate, who bought the first lot in 
the place, had the privilege, for so doing, of naming the town, and called it 
“Edinburgh,” after his native city in Scotland. The other is that it ves 
named “Edenburg” by Mr. White, when he laid it out, owing to its fancied 
resemblance to the “Garden of Eden,” with its rich soil and beautiful loca- 
tion. The latter is by far the most probable reason, and was no doubt the 
origin of the name, as the man who laid it out would be most apt to give it 
aname. Therefore we write it “ Edenburg.”’ 

James Park lived in a log house which stood just back of the spot occu- 
pied by the present brick house owned by Hiram Park. 

In 1825 his brother, John Park, built a brick house on the spot where 
Hiram Park’s house now stands. This was afterwards torn away, and the 
present residence erected. 

John Park went to the State of Illinois. He lived for some time“n 


Chicago, and, while there, he and another man invented a brick-machine. - 


Park finally died at Joliet, Illinois, near which city he was living on a farm. 

About 1830-32, James Park built a brush-and-stone dam, running diag- 
onally across the Mahoning, the south end of it being nearly where the south 
end of the present dam is. He also built a small grist-mill, containing one 
run of stone. It stood on the spot where the saw-mill now stands, at the 
south end of the dam. 

In 1849 Mr. Park’s son-in-law, James Raney, purchased: the mill and 
water-power. He built the dam now standing, also the saw-mill and 
grist-mill—the saw-mill where the old grist-mill stood, and the grist-mill at 
the north end of the dam. The grist-mill contained three run of stone. 
Mr. Raney built a. warehouse on the canal, and also erected two dwellings. 


In 1852 he sold the whole property to Samuel and Matthew Park, who kept _ 
it till about 1858, and sold out to William and Samuel Burns. They sold to ” 


Cooper & Nesbit about 1863-4. In 1867 Henry Wolf purchased the prop- 
erty, and kept it until 1889, when he sold to Joseph McClelland. McClel- 
land sold to his son, John McClelland and Taylor Robinson, about 1874, 
and they are the present proprietors. The mill does a large custom business, 

Thomas Covert owned a foundry at one time in the village, but it was 
finally abandoned, and is fast falling to pieces. 

Mr. Covert also opened the first store in the place. It stood near the 
corner of the ‘‘ Diamond,” and was a frame building, part of it being occu- 
pied by him as a dwelling. He afterwards built a fine brick residence, with 
a store in one part. This building and the old one were burned down, and 
the lot is now vacant, and still owned by Mr. Covert. 

John Park started the first shoe-shop, working in the brick house which 
he built in 1825. He afterwards moved several times, and finally erected s 
large building, 80x30 feet, on the main street, in which he carried on quite 
an extensive business. This building was afterwards burned. 

John Welch was the first blacksmith. 

Coopering has been carried on at different times, but probably not before 
the Park mill was built. 

G. McMullen probably kept the first hotel, in a one-story frame building, 
yet standing, forming a part of the present “German House.”

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Levi Yockey b. 15 Aug 1814 in Seneca Co., NY, and Elizabeth (Schlobig/Sloppey) b. 01 Nov. 1823 
PA , were married 08 Oct. 1840 Butler Co., OH. Their children are David Clinton b. 1841, 
Edwin 6.1843, William Henry 6.1844, Daniel 5.1847, Jacob Nathaniel 5.1853 and Mary 
Catherine 5. 1856. Mary died young and is buried in Allen Co., OH. Levi died the morning of 05 
Sep 1895 and was buried on the northwest corner of the John Hardin ranch just below the site of 
Westlake School #56 near Red Feather Lakes, CO. His burial site was not found, however, until 
1995. 


The Yockeys left the Quenemo, Osage Co., KS area about 1881 for Washington, except the 
weather got so bad they had to stay in Colorado. Jacob Yockey rented an old farm in the 
northmost end of Pleasant Valley near Bellvue and a stock ranch in the glade on the 
mountainside. Jacob built the first of four sawmills in the valley but found that it was too far 
from the timber. So he later moved on to the white pines near Chambers Lake, Home, 
Manhattan, and on to Black Mountain Ranch located at the fork of the Panhandle Creek and N. 
Fork Cache La Poudre (today known as Crystal Lakes Div. Ojibwa #106) where their big log 


- house was built. About 1913, they chartered a train and moved to Arizona. Anna Marie died 16 


May 1915, and was buried at Greenwood Cemetery in Phoenix, AZ. Jacob’s mother, Elizabeth, 
died 17 Jul 1917, and was buried on Arizona State Hospital grounds, also in Phoenix. 


Jacob and Anna Marie (Krebs) 6. 02 Apr 1856 GT, married 26 Nov 1871 Cloud Co., KS. Their 
family consists of Elias Augustas b. 1873 KS, Sarah Elizabeth b. 1876 KS, Hattie Loretta b. 1878 
KS, Harry Franklin b. 1883 Bellvue , CO, Ernest Theodore b. 1886 CO, Nettie Ann b. 1887 
Pleasant Valley, Bellvue, CO, John Irvin b. 1890 CO, Cora May b. 1893 CO, Roy Herbert b. 1894 
CO, Alice Laura b. 1897 Log Cabin, CO, Everett Nathaniel b. 1899 CO, and Mable Clare b. 1902 
Blk. Mtn., Log Cabin, CO. Jacob died 31 Aug 1939 and is buried in Durham, CA. 


David Clinton’s family consists of wife Sarah Jan (Mills) b. ca. 1848 OH, and three children, 
Julia Ann b, 1866 KS, Levi “AL” b. 1868 KS, and Josephine Alice b. 17 Sep 1870 KS. Sarah and 
Josephine were both buried in Bingham Hill Cemetery, La Porte, CO. David Clinton and Mary 
McKinley, his second wife, had two daughters, Hazel and Mary Idell. David Clinton returned to 
Kansas about 1907. He died in 1920 and was buried at Woodlawn Cemetery, Pomona, KS. 


Edwin and wife Amanda Jane (Bruce) b. 04 Nov. 1854 IA, had four children; George Washington 
b. 1873, Edward Jackson, Charles McClelland (who later changed his surname to Smith) and 
William Henry. Charles McClelland came to CO, but the rest of Edwin’s family remained in 
KS. Edwin died 5 Mar 1914 and was buried at Humphrey Cemetery, KS. 


William Henry and wife, Sarah Elizabeth (Bruce) 6.1845 IA, were married 02 Jul 1865 Ottawa 
Co., KS. Their family consists of Charles Henry b. 1866 KS, Eveline Jane “Eve” b. 1868 KS, 
James Arthur 5.1872 KS, Lewis William b. 1874 KS, Fred b.1879 KS, and Everett W. b. 1885 KS, 
d. 27 Sep 1889, buried in Bingham Hill Cemetery. Fred Yockey, a stone mason, was the world 
champion hand driller. After Sarah’s death, 23 Oct 1888 in KS, William Henry married Eleanor 
B. Runyan 03 Sep 1889 in CO. William Henry died 24 Jun 1929 and is buried in Chico, CA. 
Charles Henry remained in CO, Lewis and Fred moved to CA and are buried there. 


Daniel and wife Samantha Caroline (Overacker) b. Nov 1853 IN » were married 17 Mar 1874 
Cloud Co., KS. Their family consists of Alburtus Jay b. Jan 1875 KS, Elmer Elisworth b. 1876 
KS, twins Clarence and Carey/Carrie b. 1879 KS , and Levi Perle “Lee” b, 14 Aug 1889 , Bellvue, 
Larimer Co., CO. Daniel died 06 Jul 1940 and is buried in Dillon, MT. Caroline died Feb 1926 
Hailey, ID. 


David, Edwin, William, and Daniel served in the Civil War. 


Yockey School No. 56 located near Lone Pine Dam (today lot #28 Crystal Lakes) was named for 
these people and their children attended School there. Later the school (Westlake School Dist. 
#56) relocated on a site near a Spring on the northwest part of the John Hardin ranch. 


About 1900, Elizabeth Yockey owned the land where the Beaver Meadows Ranch Resort is now . 
located. he 


According to Belle Iiam’s letter, at least five persons were buried on Black Mountain Ranch 
prior to 1910. They are Frank Foster, a brother of Ed and Hiram, Nettie Foster, Sam Fry, a girl 
of the Fry family, a man killed in a Yockey lumber mill and a baby girl of Eli’s - Mar. 1905. 


In Oct 1995, David & Leta Yockey, Bob & Pat Welsh, and Gene & Betty Amator went to 
Colorado to find the site where Lev; Yockey was buried. David found the approximate site and 
it was verified by “dowser” Bill Schneider and wife Barbara. Bill flagged the size of gravesite 
located near Red Feather Lakes. Interestingly enough, Levi was found to be buried 
approximately 200 feet from where the Westlake School once stood. An unidentified female’s 
grave was also found near this site. 


Wednesday, July 24, 1996, at 2:30 pm, there will be a memorial put together by Fred Foster and 
the Red Feather Lakes Historical Society and the setting of Levi’s headstone .
